Drawings 



The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(4) 
because reference characters 1-14 have has been used to designate both external 
components (see figure 5) and internal components of the eye fundus blood flow meter 
(see figures 14 and 25). In addition, characters 42 and 50-73 have been used to 
designate both optical components of figure 6 and processing components of figure 15. 
The examiner particularly notes that 73 has been used to designate both a driving 
power source (see figure 6) and a process condition determination unit (see figure 15). 
A proposed drawing correction or corrected drawings are required in reply to the Office 
action to avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to the drawings will not 
be held in abeyance. 



The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 16-22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 

indefinite for failing to particulariy point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 

applicant regards as the invention. In claims 16 and 22, the exact meaning and scope 

of "process condition" is unclear from the specification.

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application 
by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1 ), (2), and (4) of section 371 (c) of this 
title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act 
of 1999 (AlPA) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical 
Amendments Act of 2002 do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting 
directly or indirectly from an international application filed before November 29, 2000. 
Therefore, the prior art date of the reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior 
to the amendment by the AlPA (pre-AlPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

Claims 16 and 22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Kishida et al. *658 of record. 

The applied reference has a common assignee with the instant application. 
Based upon the earlier effective U.S. filing date of the reference, it constitutes prior art 
under 35 U.S.C. 102(e). This rejection under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) might be overcome 
either by a showing under 37 CFR 1 .1 32 that any invention disclosed but not claimed in 
the reference was derived from the inventor of this application and is thus not the 
invention "by another," or by an appropriate showing under 37 CFR 1 .131 . 

Regarding claims 16 and 22, Kishida et al. teaches an opthalmic apparatus 
including illumination means (21-26); a CCD sensor (61) for taking an image; display

means (56); and process condition determination means, blood vessel extraction means 
and auto tracking means (65-67). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 17-21 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 
35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
